When they went to build the Walls of 
Feruſalem again, they ſcoff atthem; And 
what doe theſe feeble Fews ? ; and if. a 
Fox goes but upon their walls, it will 
break them down. Certainly, in their re-: 
curn from Captivity, they were not the 
praiſe of the whole Earth, no norin, af-, 
cer times; they had many interruptions 
before-they could bring any thing ro any 
eftect. Many Learned men compute 
that they were longer a building the walk 
than they were 1n Caprivity ; | and we 
know that it-was notlons after their Cap- 

tivity, that they all did lye: at:the mercy 
of a wicked Haman, who:had gotten 
a Decree to cut off all the -people of, the 
Zews; thereforethey were not inaty glo;

A Chapter that ſpeaks fo much of the 
Glorious Condition of the People of 
God, ver fe 24. There ſhall be no more a. 

pr iching Briar, nor any grieviag Fort 
t all that are round about them. that 
acfpiſcd them. They ſhall befo far from 
having any power todo any miſchiefto 
the People of God, as they ſhall nor be 
lo much as able to prick them, no griev- 


ing: 
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ing Thorn, nor no bryer pricking of the 
Saints of God, as heretofore they have 
done. It will be a bleſſed time when 
the Saints ſhall be delivered from the 

. Curſe of the Earth, the Bryers and 
Thorns it brings forth. Where are wic- 
'  ked men, cerzainly thoſe are the worſt 

- Bryers and Thorns in the World, and 
do the moſt miſchief here in the World : * 
Now the Lord hath promiſed chat they. 
ſhall be delivered wholly from them. 
| Rev. 21. 4. There isa Scripture leading 
to that way, ; Aud God ſhall wipe away 
all Tears from their Eyes, and there ſhall 
be ns more Death, neither Sorrow, nor 
Crying. ; neither ſhall there be any more

away. This is propheſied of for {uch 
times as theſe are; for thoſe that then

blood, in the overcoming all the wicked 
and ungodly ; Verle 13. And he pas 
cloathed with a Veſture dipt in blood, and 
his Name iscalledithe Word of God. And 
the Armies which were .in Heaven fallow- 
ed him upon white Horſes, cloathed in 
five Linnen, white and clean; and out 
of his Mouth goeth a ſharp Sword, that 
with it he ſhould ſmite the Nations ; and 


he ſhall rule them with a Rod of Iron; and 


he treadeth the Wine-preſs of thefierceneſs 
and wrath of Almighty God. But this is 
obſervable, why its faid, that the Gar- 
ments of Chrijft were dipr in blood, and 
the Robes of the Saints were white : the 
meaning is this; T hat ir1s to note, that 
when this time comes, to ſet up Feruſa- 


' lem as the praiie of the whole World, 


that Feſus Chriſt he ſhall come to be aven- 
ged of his Enemies, of all the wicked 
and ungodly upon rhe Earth ; and ſo he 
ſhall come in an Hoſtile way againſt 
them ; But thoſe that follow him, they 
ſhall have their Robes white, the Saints 
ſhall criumph ; they thal[do nothing bur 
take the Triumph : Chriſt ſhall go be- 
fore, and endure all the difficulcy and 
hardſhip, and they ſhall come after-in a 
i- 
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And: therefore in the 15 of the Revel. 
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triomphing way.» Thus the Scripture 
{peaks of acliverance from wicked men. 
And in the 12 Zech, verſe 2. there you 
have a place likewiſe obſervable for 
this : And in that day will I make Feru- 
ſalem a burdenſome ſtone for all People ;; 


"all that burden themſelves with it, ſhail 


be cut in pieces, thouth all the people of the 
Earth be gathered together againſt it : 
I'le make 7F+ruſalem a burdenlom ſtone ; 


_ willthey fight again it? ir ſhall be a bur- 


denſom ſtone to them ; and wholoever 
fer themſelves againſt Feruſalem in that 
day, fhall not prevail, but ſhall be cut 1n 
pieces. Why that day hath not been yer :

And fo we 
find jathe 11 of Exod. the 7 verſe, Thar 
when the People of 1/rae/ went out of 
e/fgypt; the Text {aith there was nota 
Dog that did move his Tongue againſt 
them. . We know the Deliverance from 


.e Foypt was typical: It notes the deli- 


verance; of the People of this new Feru- 
ſalem; from the Tyranny, of Anti-Chriſt.

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you find that 2oſes Song it is ſung again, 
In the 15 of Exod. after their Deliver- 
ance from Pharaoh, Moſes ings a Sohg. 
of Thankſgiving ; and in the 15 Rev. 
they {ing ir over again, verſe 2,3. after 
their deliverance from their' Captivity. 
The Dogs of the World they do move 
their Tongues againſt the Sainrs of God 
now, but there 1is' a time coming that 
no Dog thall move his Tongue : They 
ſhall.be ſo convinc'd of the Inhabirants 
of Fernjalem, that God is with them, 
that they ſhall not be able to move their 
Tongues againſt them. And I remem- 
ber, Lattantins (that I ſpake of before, 
that did ſpeak fo much in his time, ſo 
many hundred Years agoe, that there 
was fuch a time a coming ;) he hath 
this expreſſion amons others : Ar that 
time it ſhall be wich wicked men as ir 
was with the Peopie of &2ypr : When 
God (taich he) did deliver 1jracl from 
the eZoyptian Bonadage,he brought moſt 
dreadful Judgments upon the efpypri- 
ans art that time; 1o (faith he) when- 
ever the time (hail come, that God {hall 
fer up Feruſelem as the Praiſe of the 
whole World, then ſhall be moſt o_ 
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indeed T adam ment begins at the Houſe of 
God, and the Saints in many places ſuf. 


\ fer moſt ; bur then Judgment ſhall fall 
upon the eAgyptians, and God will de- 


ftroy wicked men, or at leaſt ſubdue 
them ſo far, as they ſhall not be able ro 
do any hurt to the Saints: And that's 


'the firſt thing that ſhall be, when Jeru- 


ſalem ſhall be made the Praiſe of the 
whole Earth ; the People of God ſhall 
be delivered from wicked men, and all 
Oppreſſion ; and much leſs ſhall they 
be oppreſſed by one another : It is that 
that darkens Fer»/alem now, that it's un- 
der oppreſſion from evil Men, and that 


the Saints do oppreſs one another 1o 
- much. But for rhe Union of the Saints, 


thar' we fhall ſpeak of afterwards. 

' Bur for the ſecond thing, and that's 
this; Then ſhall all the Expreſfions of 
the Churches Glory, that we have in 
the Old Teſtament in a Typical way, be 
fully made good, and that viſibly ; ir 
ſhall be viſibly and apparently. to the 
World made gogd. 

You will tay, What are thole ! ? 


There are very many, the Lord ſpeaks 
very 


[31] 
very much of the Glory of his Charch, 
when he had his Church but among. 
the Fews ; but certainly the wayes of 
God towards his Church then were ty- 
pical, and God intended by his high 
Expreſſions of the Glory of his Church 
then, ſome other thing that ſhould be. 
afterwards made good ina more appa- 
rent and viſible way : As thus now, 
you have theſe things ſaid of the Church 
of God in the Old Teſtament. 

Firſt, That it is the Portion of God, 
Yea, it 1s his Pleaſant Portion, Jer. 12. 
io verſe. By that that hath outwardly 
appeared, who would think that a few 
People that were contemptible to the 
World, were God's pleatant Potrion ? 
All that we read of the State of the 
Church in the Old Teftament will ap- 
pear one day before all the World, 
that indeed. God did not jay in vain of 
his Church, that it was his pleaſant Por- 
tion. 

Secondly, We find that God faith, 


that his Church is his Inheritance. [[a. 


19. 25. It is his own Inheritance ; Yet 
how do the wicked break into the Izhc- 
ritance of God for the preſent! Bur 

| there 
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thereisatimea coniing, that the Lord: 
will make it appear to all the -World, 


_ thar his, People are his Inheritance. 


Thirdly, The: Church  is-called the 
Dearly Belowell of Goas Soul, Jer. 12.7 


Itis a very high Expreſſion, the Dearly 
Beloved of his. Soul : And, yet at thar 


time the Lord faith there, that he will 


give the dearly Beloved of his Soul into 


the hand of their Enemies. Oh! but 


how dorh it appear then that the Church 
1s the dearly Beloved of Gods Soul ? 
Wel!, though it doth not fo appear 
now-tq_ the World, God hath a time 
ro make it appear before all the World, 


that his Church 1s the dearly Beloved 


of his Soul. 

A fourth Expreſſion is, That 1t 1s 
the Peculiar Treaſure of God, in tine 19 
of Exod. v.5. Te ſhall be a peculiar Trca- 
ſure unto me above all People. Men make 
. much of their Treaſure, but” eſpecially 
Treatures that are Peerliar : Now the 


_ Lotd hath another Treaſure belides the 


Ch arch; the Bleſiings of God: in Na- 


ture are God's Treature ; therefore in 


the 28 of Dey. 12: verſe, the Scrip- 


[nie : far, that God did bring our of 
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his good treaſure, when he ſpeaks of che 
outward bleſſings of his People ; when 
God gives ns of the good things of nature, 
he gives us cut of his good treaſure; 1, 


. but that's a Common Treaſure, the trea- 


ſure of nature: But God hath a Peculiar 


Treaſure, and that's his Church, there's 


the Riches of God : Juſt as if a Merchant 
ſhould be trading for divers forts of Com- 


 modities, perhaps he trades for Cloaths, 
or Lumber ſtuff, there is ſome treature 


there ; I, but he trades for Jewels and. 


| Pearls beſides, -and he hath them lockt 
, Up under divers Locks, and there he ac- 


counts all his treaſure to be: Now I may 
compare all the good things of chis world, 
in reſpect ofthe Excellency of the Church 
ro a ideal of Lanber, of Cloaths, and 
tuch things indeed as have ſome worth in 
them :. But when you come to the Church 
there be the Fewels of God, the Pearls 


of God, and the hearr of God 1s npon _ 


them : there God communicitesthe R1- 
ches of his goodneſs : Oh ! irs ablelled 
thing to be one of Gods people, thenthon 
art one of his Fewels, of his treature, of 
his peculiar treaſure. Now doth it ap- 
pear:to the World that the Church is the 
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peculiar treaſure of God? why it's tram- 
. pled under fout by men 3 but God tells 
us that there is a time that it ſhall not be 
{o as now it is. In the. third of MMalachs, 
There 1s a time that he will make ap his 
Fewels : Now the Fewels of God lie tram- 
pled under. feet, - they ſeem to lie in 
' thedirtz but werſ. 17. They ſhall be mine, 
faith the Lord of Hoſts, in that day when 
1 make up my Jewels, and Iwill ſpare them, 
as a man ſparety bis own Servant that 
ſerveth him. There is a time a coming 
for God to make up his 7ewels, there 
are many precious Fewels lie in the dirt, 
and no body regards them. - Bur a time 
{hall come, when it ſhall be known thar 
there is a difference between him thar 
feareth God, and him that fears him not ; 
why do not we know it now? thole that 
are Spiritual know it. But this Scripture ; 
ſeems to holdforth this thing, that there. 
' ſhall be a time that all the world ſhall 
know it. Now the time is that we can- 
nbr diſcern by any outward things a dif- 
ference between Love and Hatred; But 
_ there will be a time that we ſhall diſcern 
between the Love and Hatred of God,. 
a Pare ntly before the worlds: Thans: 
| wil 
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will be a time when it ſhall be ſaid, Ye 
rily there is a reward for the Righteous, 
verily there is a God that Fudgzeth in the 
Earth: That's the fourth Expreſſion.
